‘Chinese Medical Expert. * 

As an expert in Chinese medi- 
cine, Mr. Ho treated and supplied 
with medicine . arid medical com- 
forts a large number of Chinése 
of the poorer ‘classes, free of 
charge. For four years from 1905 
he made free distributions of 
carbolic ‘acid to the plague- 
stricken poor, at a cost of over 
$15,000. Since 1904, Mr. Ho has 
been giving free coffins and free 


,|burials to the-poor, in order to 


check the then alarming practice 
of'dumping dead bodies in the 
streets. This has'cost to date 
about $10,000, 

“Mt. Ho Kom-tong is also one of 
the organisers of the Boy Scout 
movement in Hong Kong. He 
raised and has entirely supported 
the Salyingpun Schogl. Troop, 
supplying uniforms and all-equip- 
ment and requirements, and meet- 
ing ‘expenses annually since 1919. 

' Sehooi Funds. : 

Principally with the late Hon. 
Mr. Lau Chu-pak, Mr, Ho asuist- 
ed in raising over $120,000 for 
the Ellis Kadoorie School fund in 
1903. He also made donations 
amounting to about $6,000 to 
various Chinese vernacular 
schools from 1905-1912, In 1911 
he denoted $10,000 to the Con- 
fucius Hall attached to Ellis 
Xadourie School. Mr. Ho has 
‘borne half the cost of maintain- 


ing a Chinese vernacular'school’ 


in Bridges Street since 1927.

"NORTH CHINA CRISIS DUE? 


Events in North China have: been 
heading towards -an immediate 
crisis, : 

Although the Fengtien lenders 
show no signs of panic, the morale 
of their men is broken, 

For ,xeasons which can only, be 
surmised—some say that , interna- 
tional relntions have a bearing on 
the matter—the Northerners have 
become reconciled to conceding’ all 
territory south of the Yellow River.
